Bach organization in chergo is to schedule all the matters of military 
administraiion vuch ew the mtlitery 2iecioiine, stretogy, training; and 
noreover, eniigument, reward, provision, eupply of horses and weapons, 

in accordence with No. li of the System reguiavion cf tho Mongolien Army. 


Article le The dDasic principle of ostahlichneul of the Mongolian Army is 
to defend Mongsiia under tho control o? the Japanese Commandant, 
end 1a to become the rosive power to develop end. rouse the whole 
Mongolians bewing on the Mongolian icevlogy. 


Article 2 Tho establishuent and application of the Mongolian Army is to 
be entirely baved upon the first Articie, vize, concerning ; 
the militery discipiine, education, fo:mati.on, training, equip- 
ment, arrengement end all the ovncre and is to tako a measure 
sutod to the traditional charactor*stics of Mongolians in

Article 7. It-is nocessery to let the whole Inner Mongolians verticipate 
in the acccap. ishteut of the purpose of estebliehment o 
Army; beside: pessitlty quick investigation concerning the 
right and wrong or possibility of the onforcoment of the so- 
celied 'Cossack' eystem is to be prepared so as to expect 
the obtainment of many strong youth of Mongolia. 


Secret Telegram 6 July 1939 


Secret *elegram of the NAMI Forces No. 708 
TO: Vice-Minister end Veputy Chiof of Staff 
FROM: The Chief of Statf of the NAMI Forces. 


"The control regulation of the third national ships which entered 
Swatow Harbor has decided as follows through coicultation with the Fifth 
Flect: 


1. The entrance of general third national ships to Swatow, landing of me 
'froights end transportetion cf travelers shall be prohibited for awhile, 
Bus for the conve-ience of the third netionnl residents in Swatow, Ww 
one ship of cash uatioutaul a part o?-freigute and travolevs* sail ba) 
permitted to be landed or to enier once a week under the following con~ 
ditions: 


1. The permission of entrance of the third national ships must de 
applied to the Navy senior commendant twenty-four hours before their 
arrivel to the harbor. 
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2. The freights to be landed must be the nocevsities of life or 
communications to the third national persons in Swatow end ite 
vicinity and it musi be pormitted to be neceesary for their life 
through the exenination by the euthoritics. 


In case the lend‘ng of freighte, tho list of goods must be offered 
to the Japenese Puthoritics. 


Permission shall be issued efter their agzeonent through the in- 
cepeation of the goods al the dopotuted vlace, 


4. The regulation of landing and boarding of the third powers 'nationals 
shall be restricted as follows: 


& Landing from the third powers ships shail be permitted to those 
who heve identity papers of the Jepanese diplomatic authorities. 


bd. Permission of boarding shall be limited to those who were per= 
mitted by the Japanese authorities. ES 


ce Departure must be done within six hours efter her entrance. 


5. The Japenese authorities will lay an embergo disregarding the 
above~nentioned articles, if necessary ? 


If the navy side permits the entrance of a third national ship according 
to the Article 1, necessary matters must be reported to the Army authori- / 
ties without delay, and the Navy side is to take charge of watchiapon the 
ship during her anchorage in the harbor. Sot 9 


As to the ships which were permitted to enter the harbor by the Navy 
side, the 4rny side is to examino the freighis io be landed comparing 
with the detailed list, Permission of landing and transportation is to 
be limited only to the goods which are éonylueved .to be necessary for 
the life of the thtrd nationais, 


As to the ships which entered in, disregarding our regulation, no freight 
shall be permitted to land, and the Navy side is to watch and control 
them with the cooperation of the Amy side. 


The Navy and the Army are to cooperate and help each other beyond the 
limitation of the above-mentioned regulation, if necessary." 
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
